MEHOKANDUII. 


The object of this Bill is to alter the dates for revising the burgess 
rolls in Dublin and Belfast, so that the revision in each place shall 
take place between the 8th and 29th October every year instead of 
between the 20th October and the 10th November, as at present. 

In Dublin since the Ballot Act, in consequence of the late period 
at which the revision takes place, it has been necessary at the 
municipal elections to fill up the nomination papers out of the old 
list, while the election, if there he a contest, must take place on 
the new one. This procedure, of course, is calculated to lead to 
litigation. 

Moreover, in both Dublin and Belfast, if any appeal is taken from 
the decisions of the revising barristers there is no time, under the 
present law, to have it decided before the elections aye held. 

The proposed alteration in the dates on which the various pro- 
ceedings connected with municipal registration in Belfast and 
Dublin are carried on will remove the difficulties and anomalies 
mentioned and will have no other effect whatever.

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Tem- 
poral, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and by 
the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. The dates and periods specified in the third column of the Alteration c. 

schedule to this Act shall, with respect to proceedings concerned restoration 
with the registration of burgesses in the boroughs of Dublin 
and Belfast, be substituted for the dates and periods specified 
in the Acts of the session of the sixth and seventh years of 
10 the reign of Her present Majesty, chapter ninety-three, and 
of the session of the twelfth and thirteenth years of the reign 
of Her present Majesty, chapter eighty-five, so far as regards 
the matters specified opposite thereto in the first column of the 
schedule. 

P 5 2. The courts to be held by the revising barristers in the Co?in«r.: 
boroughs of Dublin and Belfast for the purpose of revising the 
lists in the said Acts mentioned shall be held at some time 
between the eighth and twenty -ninth days of October, both inclu- 
sive, in every year, instead of between the twentieth day of October 
20 and the tenth day of November as in the said Acts mentioned ; 
and such courts may be adjourned from time to time but so that 
no such adjourned court shall be held after the twenty -ninth day 
of October instead of after the tenth day of November as by the 
said Acts provided. 

25 3. This Act may be cited as the Municipal Registration (Dublin SLort ti-%, 

and Belfast) Act, 1891, and shall apply only to the boroughs of 
Dublin and Belfast.
